For the Year 1795. 


| INCE our laſt annual Report, not many occurrences have happened 
in the concerns of this Charity, which merit the particular attention 
of its benevolcat ſupporters; one however is of material importance, 
which is, a bequeſt of the ſum of FL 500. but the pleaſure, which the Go- 
vernors would otherwiſe have felt in announcing this intelligence, is more 
than counterbalanced by their regret for the loſs of the benevolent teſtator, 
John Jackſon, Eſq. late of this city; they are likewiſe indebted to the 
munificence of the Earl of Radnor, for a benefaction of £100. 

On the anniverſary in the race-week, after a Sermon preached by the 
Rev. Dr. Luxmoore, Prebendary of this Cathedral, a collection was made 
of the ſum of £55. 1. 6. and in conſequence of Sermons preached in 21 
pariſh-churches or diſſenting congregations, the farther ſum of £57. 11. 1. 
has been collected, as will appear ſpecificd in the account. But not- 
withſtanding theſe favorable circumſtances, the Governors feel themſelves 
not leſs prompted by inclination, than bound by duty to intercede with the 
public for farther ſupport ; the loſs, which the Charity has unhappily ſuſ- 
tained in the courſe of the laſt year by the deceaſe of ſeveral of its moſt liberal | 
2(upporters, claims ſtrongly an increaſe of patronage to ſupply the pecu-

diſcaſcd objeQts, from no other motive, than that their income is not ade- 
quate to maintain them ; this, they are perſuaded, the liberalicy of the pub- 
tic will in future prevent ; for however ſtrongly we may be induced from 
the hardſhips of the times to contract our expences,—yet let us not forget, 
how infinitely harder theſe muſt bear on the wnſortunate, ſtruggling at 
once with diſcaſe and poverty! eſpecially if che gates of our charitable 
Aſylum be unavoidably ſhut againſt them.
